The prophet fought for the English 


againat. our. country in the war of 
J813..and for his services received ft 
pension from the,British government. 
•On tiils: he lived comfortably ,'in'Can- 
ada until. 1826, surrounded: by a band 
of. his .admiring .tribesmen. Then-'he 
came back: to the United State* and 
settlsd to the west of the Mississippi: 
The date and manner of his death ar* 
shrouded In mystery. It is thought by 
some7:that he "vanished"/in order, to' 
keep up his reputation for supernat- 
ural."power.
